Suing Hotel Men. 

The hotel proprietors were a little alarmed 
this morning over the report that Collector 
Hudson was about to enter suit against 
them for the non-payment of the 
hotel license.

St. Louis to Have First-Class Variety 
iLotrertainments at Last. 


Collector Hudson the other day, in talking 
4 PosT-DIsPATCH reporter anent the 
hecessity for having a quality of amusement 
for the masses to patronize—something that 
Would be cheap and at the same time popu- 
lar—insisted that there was no such thing in 
*xistence here, except at the variety “‘dens,”’ 


‘od henee the excuse for tolerating these 
frightful resorts ina city like St. Louis. 

6 Colieetor will find that this excuse for 
tolerating the varfety ‘dens’? will not hold 
e0od very long. There are several gentleman 
‘ooking around for good sites fora first-class 


variety theater, and one well-known theatri- 
calman, itis said, has already purchased 
roperty and will convert it at once into a 
liding in which to give refined but popular 
entertainments, in which negro, dialect and 
other sketches, song and dance and al!) the 
specialities that pertain toa variety show 
will predominate. 

Mr. W. R. Cottrill, the city bill poster, 
furnished the reporter with this informa- 
tion. He said he was not at liberty to give 
the name of the gentleman who was at the 
head of the enterprise, but could say he was 
& prominent and successful theatrical man- 
ager, who was using his ownand other peo- 
pie’s money, which he had in pienty, to carry 
ae MRGCEDORING through to a substantial re- 
sult. 

Mr. Cottrill has seen the plans for the new 
theater, which will be located south of Olive 
street and east of Sixth. Eighty feet of 
ground has been purchased, and in two or 
three weeks the buildings that now grace the 
place will be vacated and turned overtoa 
yang of workingmen to be torn down. On 
the site a magnificent structure of stone and 
pressed brick witha modern [Italian front 
will be erected. The house will be built with 
a view to making it as substantial and safe 
in all respects as it possibly can be made. It 
will be provided with numerous fire-escapes. 
The auditorium wiil be on a level with the 
pavement,and wide stairways will lead to the 
two balconies. The interior will resemble 
the Grand Opera-house inits arrangement, 
the ga leries not running clear up tothe stage, 
but stopping short about two-thirds of the 


leneto of the buiiding,so that the line of sight 
will be excellent from all points. The divis- 
ions of the interior will be very like the 
Grand Opera-house and there wiil be eche- 
lon boxes, and a large and well apportioned 
Stuge with fire-proof walls anda fire-proof 
curtain. It is estimated that the new theater 
Will seat at least 2,500 people. The price of 
admission will be low, no ticket selling high- 
er than 75 cents. 

Mr. Cottrill says thatthe immense patronage 
bestowed upon every good variety show tbat 
has came along here has induced several 
citizens of capital to consider a first-class 
Variety theater a payinginvestment.

A GOOD SHOWING. 


The Immigration Society and Its 
Work. 


Statistics Furnished by the Secretary— 
A Big Addition to Missouri’s 
Population. 


Mr. Morrison Renshaw, Secretary of the 
Missouri Immigration Society, has just com- 
pleted his annual report, which presents 
an array of interesting figures. He 


claims that the discussion of immigration 
matters and the work of the society with 
which he is connected has added at least 
140,000 people to i population 
of this State the 

year. These are big 

and at first sight would seem doubtful, if not 
improbable, but Mr. Renshaw is neither 
guessing nor boasting, as the following ma- 
thematical demonstrations will show: 
Io the first Diace, 1,823 letters 
have been received at the oftice of the 
Missouri Immigration Snocietv, announcing 
the intention of the writersfio come and settie 
in this State. Again, 1,767 visitors on the 
way to different parts of the State have passed 
through St. Louis. These have all jvcated 
under the auspices of the society, and are 
staying elements of the population. Outside 
of these, 236 foreigners from Europe have 
also passed through the city and gone out 
into the State. This makes atotal of about 
4,000 immigrants, of whom Mr. Renshaw has 
positive knowledge, and it must he remem- 
bered, a8 he justly remarks, that this is 
only one point of entry. Now assuming 
that the society in St. Louis has direct know- 
ledge of about one-tenth of all the people 
comingin, the total would then be 40,000, 
but, in order tojavoid extremes. it might be 
put at 30,000. If half this number, say 15,000, 
were beads of families allowing five persons. 
to a family, a total of 75,000 from this 
source alone would be obtained. Add to 
this the remaining 15,090, supposed to be 
single men,ana the grand total reaches 
90,000 persons who were  broucht 
to this State by the work 
of the society alone. faking in 
addition to this the number which may justly 
have been supposed to bave come through 
other influences for instance, those who 
are known to have left Kansas on account of 
the drouth and the dislike of the prohibition 
laws,and those who have fled from Minne 
sota and lowa on account of the 
frigid winters and it will be fair to say 
that this increment will amount to 50 per 
cent of the last total given, 90,000. The two 
added make a grand showing of 
about 140,000 people jadded to 
Missouri’s population last year. Mr. Ren- 
shaw saysthatthis is all he claims, and not 
200,000 families,as stated in amorning paper. 
The value of this immigration to the State, 
according to the proper apprais«ment, 
would reach $35.000.000, and as consi mers 
they would be worth at least $6,000,000 an- 
nually to the trade centering in St. Louis.

Baber killed Lizzie and Frederika Schuend- 
ler at Fourth and Mulberry streets on the 
l4th of August, 1879. He was convicted of 
the murder of Frederika Schuendler. 

Ward killed his sweetheart, Annie Lewis, 
at Eighth and Market streets, because she 
had rejected his proposal of marriage. Ward 
isa quiet young negro and has made friends 
of every prisoner in jailand every guard.

Fred Tompkyns Shot at Night ona 
Church Step.

His Paul Pry Propensities Bring Him 
to Death’s Door.

To-Day’s Develepments in the Midnight 
Tragedy in Lucas Place. 


Fred. Totopkyns, a horse-clipper, known 
among stablemen gas ‘‘Engiish Fred,’? was 
shot and fatally wounded by unknown par- 
ties in front of the First Presbyterian Church, 
corner of Seventeenth street and Lucas Place, 
about 12 o’clock last night. He is now lying 
inthe City Hospital under the influence of 
opiates. The doctors say he iwill 
die. His misfortuue is the pen- 
alty of a morbid curiosity and a med- 
dlesome disposition, both of whichjhe has in- 
dulged of iate to an extent that caused those 
who heard of the shooting to say it was 
just about what they expected. The story 
of the tragelly as told by che several people 
directly or indirectly interested is something 
like this: fompkyns has been in the habit of 
loitering around in the Jonesome western 
neighborhoods following and watching the 
actions of couples in the hope that he might 
witness *omething improper or crim- 
inal. Private Watcuman Powers, who walks 
about near the First Presbyterian-Church, 
says he frequently saw Tompkyns acting in 
the manner here indicated, and more ‘han 
once told him he would get into trouble. 
When he found Tompkyns lying on the 
grass plotin front of the chureh at mid- 
night, with adeath wound in bis abdomen 
Powers recalled these warnings to Tomp- 
kyns, and suggested thatif the latter had 
heeded his words this would never shave 
come about. The dying man whispered the 
regret that he had not listened 
to the watchman’s advice, but this 
regret came too late. Last night 
Timpkyns was loitering around the neighbor- 
hood, as usual, when he perceived a man and 
a woman entering the enclosure to the west 
of the First Presbyterian Church. He fol- 
lowed them, walking up the stone steps on 
the south sice of the church, which adjoined 
the enelosure. He crept along until he got 
close to the fence where he could see all that 
was going on inside. The man and the 
woman saw that they were being watched 
and almost as soon as Tompkyns reached the 
point of observation at which he intended 
to post himself the couple turned toward 
him and immediatelv there was a pistol shot. 
Tompkyns fell,and the man and woman 
took to flight. ‘The woman dropped a small, 
round sealskin cap with ear flaps. This was 
found when Private Watchman |Powers and 
Patrolman Robinson reached the spot.Tomp- 
kvyns could searcely speak. He was bleeding 
freely from the abdomen. When asked what 
was the matter, he said, *‘I’m_ shot.” 
“Who shot you?” Powers asked. ‘‘I 
don’t know,”’ was the wounded 
man’sresponse. Tnese questions and answers 
and the explanation that precedes them give 
the whole story in a nutshell. 

The only eye-witness to the shooting was 
hir. Charlies Turner, who resides opposite the 
church ou Lucas Place, and whose attention 
was drawn to the scene of the occurrence by 
hearing voices in the church enclosure. He 
was standing in his own front vard at the 
time, and had no more than looked across 
the street, when he saw a man come out of the 
shadow, followed by another man and a 
female. There was a Gash, a pistol report, 
and the first man fell to the ground. Mr. 
Turner saw the pistol barrel shining in the 
gaslight. After the shot was fired the sec- 
ond man and the female ran away, going di- 
arvonally across Lucas Place and disappear- 
ing down Seventeenth street. 

The police went carefully over the ground 
and found no other clew to the shooter than 
theseal-skincap. Tompkyns was takento 
the Dispensary in an ambulance, and 
after Dr. Dorsett had made 
au exam nation of the wound, 
he was sent to the City Hospital and pro- 
nounced ina dvingccnaition. The bullet enter- 
ed the abdomen at a point 2% inches tothe left 
and 1% inches below the navel, penetrating 
a Vital. At the Dispensary Temp- 
kyns made a statement to the 
effect that he was creeping along the steps of 
¢he church to see what the man and woman 
were about to do when they turned and shot 
him. He nad no other motive than curiosity, 
§n stopping and prying around the place. 
This morning Tompkyns was visited early 
by Dr. Frank, the Coroner, who desired to 
obtain his ante-mortem statement, but the 
wounded man could not speak. 

The description furnished the Police De- 
partment was that the man was tall and 
neavily dressed and the woman small in size 
ind of stout build and wore dark 
Jothing. With this description and 
she sealskin cap the Chief of Detectives 
sent out his men bright and early this morn- 
ing to work the thing up andif possible un- 
rave! the mystery surrounding the persons 
who are responsible forthe shooting. The 
quality of the cap leads to the inference that 
i, was worn and was the property of some 
wealthy person, and, indeed, the general ap- 
pearance of the man and woman seep in the 
-nclosure indicated that they did not belong 
to the common class. One of the morning 
papers publishcd a report to the effect 
tleat a woman answ ering the 
description of Orra Francis, wife No. 2 of 
Martin, the bigamist, lately locked upin the 
City Jail, was seen standing bare-headed in 
company with a big man at the corner of 
Trelfth and Olive streets about 1 o’clock 
this morning, and the suggestion was made 
that probably Orra was a party to the 
tracedy. The police went § to her 
house on Pine street early this 
morning and asked her to walk over 
to the Four Courts. When there 
Bhe was questioned concerning her 
whereabouts ut the time of the 
tragedy and answered that she was at home. 
Her assertionin this particular was corrobor- 
ated by the people in the house in which she 
rooms, Who said she was at homeall last 
night. Serweant Campbe!! was sent with her 
down to the City Ilospital, where she was 
taken to Tompkyns’ bedside. The Sergeant 
asked Tompkvns ifsthat was the woman he 
faw in the inclosure and Tompkyns said pos- 
itively it was not. On returning to the Four 
Courts she was released, No other arrest 
has since been made, 

Tompkyns said at the Dispensary thatthe 
man bad fired the shot. To Private Watch- 
man Powers be saidthe woman did the shoot- 
ing. The police theory is that Tompkyns, 
feeineg the man and womaninp tie inclosure, 

gathered up some bits of macadam and began 
throwing at themto tease them, when the 
woman crew arevolver and shot him. Still 
there is nothing but theory to the whole 
thing so far. 

Tompkyns is about 35 vears old and basa 
Wife and two children living at 1723 Orange 
ftreet. His wife ixin a delicate condition 
and the news of the tragedy bas almost pros- 
trated her. Tompkyns does not bear the 
very best character. He is an expert horse- 
clipper and earned plenty: of money at his 
business. He was employed asa clipper by 
Arnot, Wiwerd Henry, on Ninth and Pine, 
by the Union Railway Company, the Mound 
City Company, and this merning was 
to have berun clipping the borses of the 
Citizens’ Bailway. Yesterday he worked up 
a! the City all from 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing until4in the afternoon, during which 
time he clipped seven horses and Mayor Ew- 
ing’s Scoten terrier, “Jack? He received 
from $1 to $3 for every horse he clipped and 
could get through with eight or ten each day 
with the gpemen ps: aboy. As he was em-

ployed all the time his income must have 
been quite large. 
THE DYING MAN’S STATEMENT. 

Fred Tompkyns, the victim of last night’s 
shooting affray, was ina precarious condl- 
tion this morning. A PosT-DISPATCH re- 
porter saw him shortly before noon at the 
City Hospital, and to him the murdered man 
made the following important statement: 


“‘T went home last night at 6 o’clock, had my 
9 o’cilock went 


on Ninth and 
where I am in _ the 
habit of getting my orders for horse-clipping. 
I staid there until alittle before 11 o’clock, 
when I went to Tenth and Oliveand took 
a west-bound street car. I must have been 
drowsy, for I didn’t notice where I was until 
the car had reached Twentieth street. Here 
I got off the car and walked over to Lucas 
place. I walked down on the north side of 
Lucas place and was walking pretty slowly. 
Just as I passed the yard inthe rearof Dr. 
Niccols’ church, which is just west of the 
church, Isaw aman.anda woman in an 
improper position in the yard. I did not 
say anything to them nor did 
they speak to me. They saw me, though, 
and the man at once got up and shot me. 
don’t know the man at all, but am positive it 
was theman whodonethe shooting. Ican- 
not describe the man. LEarly this morning, 
shortly after I was removed to the hospital, a 
woman was brought to my bedside and I 
was asked toidentify her asthe woman in the 
case. My mind was not at ail clear at this 
time; I was excited and nervous, and I stated 
that the woman Isaw was not the one con- 
cerned; since then I have been thinking 
over the matter, and I am sure that 
my first statement was a mistake, for I dis- 
tinctly recognize the wowan as the one I saw 
last night. I did notthrow any rocks at the 
couple and I did not say anything at all to 
them.’ 

It must be understood that the above 
lengthy statement was drawn from Tomp- 
kyns at considerable trouble, and that it 
came from his lips bit by bit, but it is exactly 
his own statement, and the same which he 
made to Dr. Dean and tosome of the other 
patients in the same ward. 

Atthe hospital it was also learned that 
Tompkyns had been visited at 9 o’ciock this 
morning by the Coroner and a member of the 
municipal detective force, who 
cautioned him to be careful in 
the matter of his statements, and 
these bear all the sincerity and apparent 
truthfulness of an ante-mortem statement.

The only blot on Lord Nelson’s public 
career was his participation, at the instance 
of his adorable Emma, Lady Hamilton (the 
ci-devant nursery-maid and then illustration 
of health ina quack’s Temple of Hygiene), 
and her friend, the Queen of Naples, in the 
execution of Carracioli,a tragedy the more 
memorable for the ghastly result which fol- 
lowed. The body was flung into the sea with 
a Weicht attached. A day or two later, Nel- 
son, with his royal friends, and the exquisite 
Limma—destined to die in penury at Boulogne 
—were a-pleasuripg in the day on a man-of- 
war. Suddenly something was dese¢ried in 
the water. Pheyroseto gaze atit. It ap- 
proached, and proved to be the body of a 
man. [he weights had become partially de- 
tached, and the body, filled with gases, main- 
tained a perfectiy upright position. As it 
slowiy passed them they saw once more in 
the ghastiy lineaments the countenance of 
the hapless Carracioli. The connection with 
Naples of the hero of Trafalgar may seem to 
lave no bearing on the present day, 
butin effect it has. Nelson was created by 
the King of Naples Duke of Bronte, 
and a large territory in Sicily thereunto an- 
nexed. This title is now borne by his most 
direct heir, Viscount Bridport, who yet holds 
the lands, and occasionally resides at his seat 
there. Onthe 10th of November there sud- 
denly appeared at his castle men heavily 
armed. The steward inquired their busi- 
uess, and justthen the men, catching sight 
of Lord Bridport’s uniformed guards, made 
off. The steward, presently joined by the 
Hon Alexander Nelson Hood, Lord Brid- 
port’s son, followed, and ultimately two of 
the brigands gave themselves up. They 
proved tobe members of a band whose chief 
was lately shot and who had been leng 
“‘wanted” by the police. The Duke of Wel- 
lington hasa fine estate in the Peninsula 
granted for services similar to those of Nel- 
son. The present Ear! Nelson is only Nelson 
in the female line, and not descended from 
the hero, but from hissister, Mrs. Bolton; 
whereas Lord Bridport’s mother was the 
daughter and heiress of that luckiest and 
meanest of men, the hero’s eldest brother, a 
parson, who,on account of the Admiral’s 
services, Was made an Earl, and had a great 
grant of money for estates, but, notwith- 
sta: ding, left Lady Hamilton, to whom in his 
brother’s lifetime he bad cringed and 
truckled—and her daughter by that brother 
without the slightest aid.

The Land of Sunshine and Flowers—A 
Home on Wheels. 
Special Correspondence of the Post-Dispatch. 

ON THE TRAIN, December 16, 1881. 
Beautiful Texas—the Italy of America! 
I wish I had the command of language to ex- 
press in one little letteral! the splendid 
resources of the truly Empire State. Its 
boundless areas of land unrivaled for fertili- 
ty; its inexhaustible deposits of minerals, 
salt, gypsum, coal, marble, kaolin, corbon- 
ate of lime, granite, soapstone, slate, iron, 
copper, bismuth, sulphur, lead and silver, 
its rivers, its forests, all awaiting the magic 
brain power to]develop the State, render 
happiness, comfort and luxury to thousands 
and make fortunes for those lucky ones first 
on the ground, 

It seems too bad that so little 
is known about Texas; while the 
othar States have recovered from their fron- 


tier reputation of lawlessness, boorishness 
and crime, that this State should so un- 
justly remain under suchacloud. Itcan 
only be accounted for in that they themseives 
haye not until recently through the Gould 
system of railways advertised their advan- 
tages to the worid. It has been a far-away 
country, and people were not going there to 
flud the untruth of the unpleasant rumors. 
[Information of the State must reach them,not 
they seek the State. I know many con- 
sider the climate unhealthy, full of malaria 
aud poison. This is far from the truth, as 
the death rate will prove. Ihave spent 
months inthe State in pearly all portions, 
and a healthier class of people I have never 
seen. The climate is indeed delight- 
ful, and travelers say it is much 
like Italv. How strange it seems 
that last week while in Houston 
a little friend every morning gathered me & 
fresh bouquet of roses and violets. The sun- 
shine Was as warm and delicious as our 
Northern springtime. The oleanders and 
other flowers oftentimes bloom the whole 
year round, filling the air with their beauty 
and fragrance. To-day, as I sit beneath a 
gray sky, looking out upon barren trees and 
flowerless gardens and feel the cold wind cut 
me through, the picture of that sunny South- 
ern clime—the green woods just. beginning to 
shoot into the rich autumn hues of goid and 
crimson and brown, the flowers laughing and 
nodding in their gay carnival dresses, the 
roses biushing ’neaththe fervid kisses of 
their sun lover, the violets hanging their shy 
heads in hidden nooks, the Illacs, the snow- 
balls, the tulips making the air one great 
rainbow, tbe green grass as a soft, mossy 
carpet, and above allthe glorious sunshine 
in its royal azure canopy—seems 
indeed c fairy picture. Hasten, huurs, when 
I can fly back to those lovely scenes. Dearly 
as llove my native Northb,it is with happy eyes 
and throbbing heart and eager feet thatI 
welcome the journey south when King Win- 
ter begins his icy reign. 

No inaeed, the people of the North have 
erroneous ideas of the Southwest, and since 
the railways have made communication 
cheap, rapid and easy and are also advertis- 
ing largely, home-seekers by the hundred 
and thousand are. pouring into the States of 
Arkaaosas, Louisianp’ and lexas. Can I dis- 

el any of these unreal reports by this letter, 
fom indeed giad. I have been thrown among

The process of casting the new big bell for 
St. Paul’s Catbedral in London has now been 
completed at the foundry of M. Taylor & 
Sons, of Loughborough, Leicestershire. The 
preparations had occupied many months. 
The pew bell being the largest in the king- 
dom, an additional furnace had to be ereet- 
ed, three being required for the purpose. 
About twenty-one tons of metal were pie- 
pared, and this, on being permited to issue, 
occupied about four minutes and three- 
quarters in filling the huge mold. On No- 
vember 26 the engrmous casting was in pro- 
cess of cooling down. On being dug out it 
will weigh no less than seventeen and a half 
tons. The Midland Railway Company has 
declined to transport the ponderous )hoad to 
the metropolis, and it will accordingly have 
to be conveyed by road.

Samuel Morley on America. 
From the Pall Mall Gazette. 

Mr. Samuc! Morley, in giving to his con- 
stituents at Bristol Jast night the results of 
his observations during his recent tour in the 
United States, said he could bear testimony 
to the hearty feeting which peryaded the 
States toward England. His hearers wouid | 
bave heen gratified to hear as he did in fifty 
quarters—indeed wherever he found him- 
self with an intelligent American—that the 
letters and messages received 
Queen went straight to the heart of the peo- 
pie. The Western States, Mr. Morley said, 
offered attractions for certain classes of our 
surplus pepulation. But care shonid be 
taken as to the classes who emigrated. 
Clerks and warehousemen were not wanted 
there. What was needed there was farmers 
who might be anxious to change and might 
havk a little capital left. They would be 
certain to succeed by having proper intro- 
ductions and going tothe Western States. 
The land wasfertile to an immense degree, 
and there was a great depth of soil. Mr. 
Morley added that be was much struck with 
the energy of the people in what- 
ever they undertook. He was 
present at an interesting ciscus- 
sion between some few Englishmen and 
Americans ag to which nation was best en-

titled to the honor or dishonor of being wor- 
shipers of the ‘*almighty dollar.””’ The dis- 
cussion, he thought, wentin favor of Amer- 
ica, but he fancied that we were both tarred 
with the same brush. He was surprised at 
the very large proportion of the wealthiest 
men in the States who had become wealthy 
by speculation. Very few were wealthy as 
the result ofa long and close application to 
business.

in railways andinland. Mr. Morley saia he 
was giad to find that there was a growing 
demand for 4 reduced tariff. There was a 
very strong partyin New York in favor cf 
free trade, and the question was creating a 
very strong feeling on this ground, that at 
least three-fourths, or perhaps seven-elghths 
of the people were interested in agriculture, 
and the interests of those who were gaining 
by the tariff were so infinitesimal in compar- 
ison with the larger number who were made 
to pay high duties on the importation of 
foreign goods, that the time, he believed, was 
not far distant when there would be a very 
large reduction, and he hoped a final re- 
moval of this impediment to the true growth 
of the States.
